Along the 
coast of Long Island and New Jersey, 
for example, tree stumps may be soon 
under water, and it is known that 
those have been covered by tho soa 
within very recent times and that the 
encroachment of the sea on the laud 
is still going on.

BIG GUN EXPLODES 


The Pieces Fall Through the Deck 


Upon Men 


Pensacola, Fla.— A dLsa.-.trous e.\- 


nlosiou occurred on the 
battleship 


Iowa Thursday while tho vessel was at 
target practice iu tLo gulf. 
Tho for- j 


ward port 12 inch gun burst from a j 
premature explosion of a shell, twelve j 
foot of tho outside of the turret being \ 
demolished. Three men wore killed j 
and five injured, two seriously. 


The men killed or iujurod were on i 


the second or gun deck at mess. Three 
pieces of the exploded 
gun, each 


weighing over a ton, passed downward 
through the spar deck, falling upon 
the men at mess, instantly killing 
three. All of the 
three men were 


horribly mutilated. The heavy mis- 
siles, after passing through the gun 
deck, continued down to the third 
deck, where they came in contact 
with the armored deck, the heavy steel 
bringing them to u stop, thus saving 
the engineers and firemen, who wore at 
work below.

were 


covered with men none were seriously 
injured. The explosion occurred just 
as mess had been sounded. Tho firing 
was to have ceased after the shot for 
the dinner hour.
